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(1IMKRAI. OKA KTV MILITARY POLICY. 

From an early period in the rebellion I 
became impressed with the i<U-» that active 
and continuous operations of all the troops 
that could be brought into the field, regard- 
less of the season and weather, were neces- 
sary to a speedy termination ot the war. 
The resources of the enemy and his numer- 
ical strength were far inferior to ours, but 
as an offset to this, we had a vast territory, 
with a population hostile to the Govern- 
ment, to garrison, and long lines of river 
and railroad communications to prot**< i, to 
enable us to supply the operating armies. 
The armies in the East and We*t acted in- 
dependently, and without concert, like a 
balky team, no two ever pulling to^r i lier. 
ensbliug the enemy to use this great ad- 
vantage on his interior lines of c< >m inuui- 
■MsM for transporting troops from East to 
West, reinforcing the army when most vig- 
orously pressed, and to furlough large 
numbers during seasons of inactivity on 
our part, to go to their homes and do the 
work of producing for the support of their 
armies. It was a question whether our nu- 
merical strength and resources were not 
more than balanced by these disadvantages 
an t the enemy's superior position. From 
the first I was firmly of the conviction that 
no peaoe could be had that would be stable 
ana conducive to the happiness of the peo- 
ple, both North snd SooMi, until the mili- 
tary power of the rebellion was entirely 
broken. I therefore determined to use the 
grea est number of troops practicable 
against the armed force ol the enemy, pre- 
venting him from using the same force at 
different seasons agaimst first one tbeu an- 
other of our armies, and the possibility of 
repose for refitting and producing necessa- 
ry supplies for carrying on resistance ; 
second, to hammer continuously bjbbJmI 
the armed forces of the enemy and bis re- 
sources, until by mere attrition, if in no 
other wsy, there should be nothing left to 
him but an equal submission with the local 
section of our common country to the Con- 
stitution and laws of the land. These views 
have been kept constantly in mind, and 
orders given and campaigns made to carry 
them out. Whether they might have been 
bettered in conception and execution is for 
the people who mourn the loss of friends 
fallen, and who have to pay the pecuniary 
cost, to say. All that I can say is. that 
what I have done has been done conscien- 
tiously, to the best of my ability, and in 
what I considered to be for the best inter- 
ests of the whole country. 

The relative position of the loyal and 
rebel armies in the spring of 1864, is then 
fully described by the author. Speaking 
ot the rebel force under Generals Lee and 
Johnston, he says: "The two armies, and 
nd defended by t 
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. UNDER HIM. 

The instructions to his subordinate com- 
manders for the spring campaign of 1804, 
are next given. Gen. Sherman was instructs 
ed to move against Johnston's army; to 
break it up, and go into the interior of the 
fm country, as far as he could, indict- 
possible damage upon their war re- 
If the enemy in his front showed 
signs of joining Lee, to follow him to the 
full extent of his ability, while the Lieut. 
General himself would prevent the concen- 
tration of Lee upon him, if it was in the 
power of the Army of the Potomac to do 
so. More specific written instructions were 
not given, for the reason that he talked over 
with Gen. Sherman the plans of the com- 
paign, and was satisfied that he understood 
and would exec ute them to the fullest ex- 
tent possible. Major Gen. Meade was in- 
structed that Lee's army would be his ob- 
jective point ; that wherever Lee went, he 
would go also. For this movement, two 
plans presented themselves — one, to cross 
the Rapidan below Lee, moving by his 
right Hank: the other, above, moving by his 
left. Kach presented advantages over the 
other, with corresponding objections. 
Brandy Station could be used as a base of 
supplies until another was secured on the 
York or James rivers. Of these, however, 
it was decided to take the lower route. 

THE ARMY OF THE JAMES. 

The following letter of instruction was 
addressed to Major General Butler: 

Fortres-s Monro i:, Va., April 2, ls»»4.— 
General: In the spring campaign, which it 
is desirable shall commence on as early a 
day as practicable, it is proposed to have 
the co-operative action of all the armies in 
i as far as this object can be accom- 
It will not be possible to unite 
our armies in two or three large ones, to 
act as so many units, owing to the absolute 
necessity of holding on to the territory al- 
ready taken from the enemy; but generally 
speaking, concentration can be practically 
effected by armies moving to the interior of 
the enemy's country from the territory 
they have guarded. By such movement 
they interpose themselves between the ene- 
my and the country to be guarded, thereby 
reducing the number necessary to guard 
important points; or at least occupy the at- 
tention of a part of the enemy's force, if no 
greater object is gained. Lee's army and 
Richmond being the greater objects toward 
which our attention must be directed in the 
next campaign, it is desirable to unite all 
the force we can against them. The neces- 
sity of covering Washington with the army 
of the Potomac, and of covering our depot 
with your army, makes it impossible to 
unite these forces at the beginning of any 
move. 1 propose, therefore, what comes 
nearest this of anything that seems practi. 
cable. The army of the Potomac will act 
from its present base. Lee's army being 
the objective point, you will collect all the 
forces from your command thai can be 
spared from garrison duty— I should say 
not leas than twenty thousand effective 
men— to operate on the south side of James 
river, Richmond being your objective point. 
To the forces you have already will be add- 
ed about ten thousand men from South 
Carolina, under Maj. Gen. (iillmore, who 
will command in person. Maj. Gen. W. 
Ok Smith is ordered to report to you to 
ommand the troops sent iuto the field 
from your own department, f Jen. Gillmore 
will be ordered to report to yoa at Fortress 
Monroe, with all the troops on trans'. -oris 
by the 1Mb instant, or as soon thereafter as 
practicable. Should you not receive notice 
by that time to move, you will make such 
disposition of them and your other force as 
you deem best calculated to deceive the en- 
emy as to the real move to be made, When 
vou are notified to move, take City Point 
with as small a force as possible; fortify, or 
rather intrench, at once, and concentrate 
all your troops for the field there as rapidly 
as you can from City Point. Directions 
cannot be given at this time for your future 
movement*. The fact that has already 
been stated, that is, that Richmond is your 
objective point, and that there is to be co- 
i between your force and tne Army 
nac, must be your guide, This 
, the necessity of your holding close 
to tbe~»outh bank of the James river, as you 
advance. Then, should the enemy be 
forced into his intrenchments in Richmond, 
the Army of the Potomac would follow, and 
by means of transports, the two armies 
would become a unit. All the minor de- 
tails of your advance are left entirely to 
your discretion. lf t however, you think it 
practicable to use your cavalry south of you 
so as to cut the railroad about liicksford, 
about the time of the general advance, it 
would be of immense advantage. You will 
please forward for my information; at the 
earliest practicable day, all orders, details 
and instructions you may give for the exe- 
cution of this order.

On the 16th these instructions were sub- 
stantially reiterated. On the llrth, in order 
to secure full co-operation between his army 
and that of Gen. Meade, he was informed 
that I expected him to move from Fort 



be same day that Gen. Meade 
moved from Culpepper. The exact time I 
was to telegraph him as soon as it was 
fixed, and that it would not be earlier than 
the 27th of April; but it was my intention 
to fight Lee between Culpepper and Rich- 
mond, if he would stand. Should he, how- 
ever, fall back into Richmond, I would fol- 
low up and make a junction with his (Gen. 
Butler's) army on the James river, so th-»t, 
could I be certain that he would be able to 
invest Richmond on the south side, so as to 
have his left resting on the James river 
above the city, I would form the junction 
there; that circumstances might make this 
course advisable. Any how that he should 
BsM • very exertion to secure a footiug as far 
up the south side of the river as he could, 
niiil as soou as possible after the receipt of 
orJers to move; that if he could not carry 
the city, he should at least detain as large a 
force as possible, my first object being to 
break the military power of the rebellion, 
and capture the enemy's important strong- 
holds. This made me desirous that (ion. 
Butler should succeed in his movement 
against Richmond, as that would tend more 
than anything else, unless it were the cap- 
ture of Lee's army, to accomplish the de- 
sired result in the east. If he failed, it was 
my determination, by hard fighting, either 
to compel Lee to retreat, or so cripple him 
that he could not detach a large force to go 
North and still detain enough for the defen-e 
of Richmond. It was well understood by 
both Generals, Butler and Meade, before 
starting on the campaign, that it was my 
intention to put both their armies South of 
the James river in case of a failure to des- 
troy Lee without. Before giving General 
Butler his instructions, I visited him at 
Fortress Monroe, and in a conversation 
pointed out the apparent importance of get- 
ting possession of Petersburg and destroy- 
ing railroud communication as far South as 
possible, believing, however, in the practi 
cability of capturing Richmond, unless it 
was reinforced, and making that the ob- 
i.-.'iiw point of his operations. As the 
Army of the Potomac was to move simul- 
taneously with him. Lee could not attack 
from his army with safety, and the enemy 
did not have troops to bring to the defense 
of the city in time to meet a rapid move- 
ment from the south side ot the James river. 

I may here state, commanding all the 
armies as I did, I tried as far as possible to 
leave General Meade in independent com- 
mand of the army of the Potomac. My in- 
structions for that army were all through 
him, of course general in their nature, leav- 
ing all the details and their execution to 
him. The campaign that followed proved 
him to be the right man in the right place. 
His commanding always in the presence of 
an officer superior to him in rank, has 
drawn from him much of that public at- 
tention that his zeal and ability entitle him 
to, which he would have otherwise re- 
ceived. 

OnON OF THK CAMPAIGN OF 18G", IN VIR- 
GINIA. 

The report then narrates, in general 
terms, the history of the movements of the 
armies of the Potomac and of the James 
during the month of May, disclosing no 
facts not already known to the public. In 
regard to General Butler's operations, it 
says: "On the evening of tne 13th and 
morning of the 14th, he carried a portion of 
enemy's first line of defense at Drury's 
Bl till," or Fort Darling, with a small loss. 
The time thus consumed from the Gth, lost 
to us the benefit ol the surprise and cap- 
ture of Richmond and Petersburg, ena- 
bling, as it did, Beauregard to collect his 
loose forces in North and South Carolina, 
and bring them to the defense ol these 
places. 

On the 16th the enemy attacked General 
Butler i i his position in front of Drury's 
Bluff. He was forced back or drew back 
into his intrenchments, between the forks 
of the James and Appomattox rivers, the 
enemy intrenching strongly in his front, 
thus covering his railroad, lb,e city aodjf 1 
that was of value to him. His army, there- 
fore, though in a position of great security, 
was as completely shut of from further op- 
erations directly against Richmond as if it 
bad been a bottle strongly corked. It re- 
quired but a comparatively small force of 
the enemy to hold it there. 

The narrative having been brought to the 
unsuccessful fighting at Cold Harbor, the 
General continues: 

Fiom the proximity of the enemy to his 
defenses around Richmond, it was impossi- 
ble, bv any flank movement, to interpose 
between him and the city. I was still in a 
condition to either move by his left flank 
and invest Richmond from the North side, 
or continue my move by his right Hank to 
the South side of the James. While the 
former might have been better, as covering 
Washington, yet a full survey of all the 
ground satisfied me that it would be im- 
possible to hold a line North aud L ist of 
Richmond that would protect the Freder- 
icksburg Railroad, along the vulnerable 
line, which wouid exhaust much of our 
strength to guard, and that would have to 
be protected to supply the arniy , aud would 
leave open to the enemy all his lines of 
communication on the South side of the 
James. My idea from the start had been 
to beat Lee's army North of Richmond if 
possible, then after destroying the lines of 
communication North of the James river, to 
transfer the army to the South side and bo- 
siege Lee in Richmond, or follow him 
South, if he should retreat. 

After the battle of the Wilderness, it was 
evident that the enemy deemed it of the 
first importance to run no risks with the 
army he then had. He acted steadily on 
the defensive behind breastworks, or fully 
on the offensive immediately in front of 
them, and wheie, iu case of repulse, he 
would easily retire behind them. Without 
a greater sacrifice of life than I was willing 
to make, all could not be accomplished that 
I had designed North of Richmond. I 
therefore determined to continue to hold 
substantially the ground we theu occupied, 
taking advantage of any favorable circum- 
stances that might present themselves, until 
the cavalry could be sent to Charlottesville 
and Gordonsville to effectually break up 
the railroad communication between Rich- 
mond and the Shenandoah Valley and 
Lynchburg; and when the cavalry got well 
oil, t<> move the army to the South side of 
the James river, by the enemy's Hank, 
where I felt I could cut off all his sources of 
supply, except bv the canal. 

On the 10th or June, General Butler sent 
a force of infantry under Gen. Gillmore 
and cavalry under Gen. K&utx to capture 
Petersburg, if possible, and destroy the 
railroad aud common bridges across the 
Appomattox. The cavalry carried the 
I on the south side, and penetrated 
well into the town, but were forced to re- 
treat. General Gillmore, finding the 
works approached very strong, and deem- 
ing an assault would be impracticable, re- 
turned to Bermuda Hundreds without at- 
tempting them. 

Attaching great importance to the posses- 
sion of Petersburg, I sent back to Bermuda 
Hundreds. and City Point Gen. Smith's 
command by water, via the White House, 
to reach there in advance of the Army of 
the Potomac. This was for the express pur- 
pose of securing Petersburg before the ene- 
my, becomiug aware of our intention, could 
reinforce the place.- 

The movement from Cold Harbor com- 
menced on the 12th. One division of cav- 
alry, under Gen. Wilson, and the Fifth 
Corps, crossed the < 'hick a hominy at Long 
Bridge and moved out to White < >ak Swamp 
to cover the crossing of the other corps. The 
advance corps reached Wilcox's Landing 
and Charles City Court House on the night 

Ol the 13th. 

During this time the armies of the Poto- 
mac aud Northern Virginia had been con- 
fronting each other. In that time they had 
fought more desperate battles than it prob- 
ably ever before fell to the lot of two armies 
to fight, without materially changing the 
ground of either. 

The Southern press and people, with more 
shrewdness than was displayed in the 
North, finding that they had failed to cap- 
ture Washington and march on to New 
York, as they had boasted they would do, 
assumed that they only defended their cap- 
ital and Southern territory. Hence, Antie- 
tam, Gettysburg and all the other battles 
that had been fought, were by them set 



down as failures on our part, and successes 
for them. Their army believed this. It 
produced a moral strength, which could 
only be overcome by desperate and contin- 
uous hard fighting. The battles of I be 
Wilderness, Spottsylvania, North Ann and 
Cold Harbor, bloody and terrible as they 
were on our side, were even more damag- 
ing to the enemy, and so crippled him as to 
make him wary ever after of taking the of- 
fensive. His losses in men were probably 
not so great, owing to the fact that we were, 
save at the Wilderness, almost invariably 
the attacking party, and when he did attack 
it was in the open field. 

The details of these battles, which for en- 
durance and bravery on the part of the 
soldiery, have rarely been surpassed, are 
given in the report of Maj. Gen. Meade, and 
the su ordinate reports accompanying it. 
During the campaign of forty-three days, 
from the Rapidan to James river, the army 
had to be supplied from an ever shifting 
base, by wagons over narrow roads, through 
a densely wooded country, with a lack of 
wharves at each new base from which to 
conveniently discharge vessels. 

Too much credit cannot therefore bo 
awarded to the (Quartermaster aud Commis- 
sary Departments for the zeal and efficiency 
displayed by them. Under the general 
supervision of the Chief Quartermaster, 
Brig. Gen. R. ingalls, the trains were made 
to occupy all the available roads between 
the army and our water base, and but lit- 
tle difficulty was experienced in protecting 
them. 

The report then turns to (he operations in 
the valley. In regard to General Sigel, it 
says that" lie was relieved at Gen. Grant's 
request. Concerning General Hunter it 
says: "Had General Hunter moved by 
way of Charlottsville, instead of Lexing- 
ton, as his instructions contemplated, he 
would have been in a positiou to have 
covered the Shenandoah V alley against the 
enemy should the force he met have seemed 
to endanger it. If it did not he would have 
been within easy distance of the James 
River Canal on the maiu line of communi- 
cation between Lynchburg and the force 
sent for its defense. I have never taken 
exception to the operations of General 
Hunter, and I am not now disposed to find 
fault with him, for I have no doubt that he 
acted within what he conceived to be the 
spirit of his instructions and the interests of 
the service. The promptitude of his move- 
ments and his gallantry should entitle him 
to the commendation of h s country." 

THE FIRST ATTEMPT TO CAPTURE PETER.S- 
RURQ. 

Returning to the Army of the Potomac, 
the report describes the movement across 
the James, after the battle of Cold Harbor. 
It then says: "After the crossing had com- 
menced, I proceeded by a steamer to Ber- 
muda Hundreds to give the necessary 
orders for the immediate capture of Peters- 
burg. The instructions to Gen. Butler were 
verbal, and were for him to send General 
Smith immediately that night with all the 
troops he could give him, without sacri- 
ficing the position he then held. I told him 
I would return at once to the Army of the 
Potomac; hasten its crossing and throw it 
forward to Petersburg by divisions as 
rapidly as it could be done; that we could 
reinforce our armies more rapidly there 
than the enemy could bring troops against 
us." 

Gen. Smith got off as directed, and con- 
fronted the enemy's pickets near Peters- 
burg before daylight next morning: but for 
reason that I have never been able to satis- 
factorily understand, he did not get ready 
to assault his main line until near sun- 
down. Then, with a part of his command, 
he led the assault and carried the lines 
northeast of Petersburg from the Appomat- 
tox river for a distance of over two miles, 
capturing fifteen pieces of artillery and 300 
prisoners. This was about? p. m. Between 
the line thus captured and Petersburg, 
there were no other forts and there was no 
evidence that the enemy had reinforced Pe- 
tershurg with a single brigade from any 
sou i ce. 

The night was clear, the moon shining 
brightly, and favorable to further opera- 
tions. Gen. Hancock with two divisions of 
the 2d corps, reached Gen. Smith just after 
dark, and offered the service of these troops 
as he (Smith, might wish, waiving rank to 
that commander, who, he naturally sup- 
posed knew best the position of affairs, and 
what to do with the troops; but instead of 
taking these troops and pushing at once in- 
to Petersburg, he requested Gen. Hancock 
to relieve a part of his line in the captured 
works, which was done before midnight. 
By the time I arrived the next morning, the 
enemy was in force. An attack was ordered 
to be made at six o'clock that evening by 
the troops under Smith and the 2d aud <J.h 
corps. It required until that time for the 
9th corps to get up and into position. The 
attack was made as ordered, and the fight- 
ing continued, with but little intermission, 
until six o'clock the next morning, and re- 
sulted in our carrying the advance and 
some of the main works of the enemy to 
the right and left of those previously cap- 
tured by Gen. Smith, several pieces ot ar- 
tillery and over four hundred prisoners. 
The 5th corps having got up, the attacks 
were renewed and persisted in with great 
vigor on the 17th and 18th, but only resulted 
in forcing the enemy to an interior line, 
from which he could not be dislodged. The 
advantages in position gained by us were 
very great. 

The army then proceeded to envelop Pe- 
tersburg, toward the South Side Railroad, 
as far as possible, without attacking the 
fortifications. On the 6th, the enemy, to re- 
inforce Petersburg, withdrew from a part 
of his intrenchments in front of Bermuda 
Hundreds, expecting, no doubt, to get 
troops from the north of the James to take 
the place of those withdrawn. Before we 
could discover it, Gen. Butler, taking ad- 
vantage of this, at once moved his force on 
the railroad between Petersburg and Rich- 
mond* 

As soon as I was apprised of the advant- 
age thus gained, to retain it I ordered two 
divisions of the sixth corps, Gen. Wright 
commanding, that were embarking at Wil- 
cox's Landing, under orders for City Point, 
to report to Gen. Butler at Bermuda Hun 



dreds; of which Gen. Butler was notified, 
and the importance of holding a position 
in advance of the present line urged upon 
him. About two o'clock in the afternoon 
Gen. Butler was forced back to the line the 
enemy had withdrawn from in the morn- 
ing. Gen. Wright, with his division, join- 
ed Gen. Butler in the forenoon of the 17th, 
the latter still holding, with a strong pick- 
el line, the enemy's works; but instead of 
putting these divisions into the enemy's 
works to hold them, he permitted them to 
fall back some distance in the rear of his 
own line. Between four and five o'clock 
in the afternoon, the enemy attacked, drove 
in his jackets, and reoccupied his old line. 

The cavalry raids ot Generals Sheridan 
and Wilson, in the month of June, are next 
dwelt upon, and followed by an account of 
the operations immediately preceding the 

EXPLOSION OF THE MINE IN FRONT OF PE- 
TERSBURG. 

Of the explosion it says : 

"On the morning of the :10th of July, be- 
tween four and five o'clock, the mine was 
sprung blowing up a battery and most of u 
regiment, and the advance of the assaulting 
column, formed of the 9th Corps, imme- 
diately took possession of the crater made 
by the explosion and the line for some dis- 
tance to the right and left of it, and a de- 
tached line in front of it, but for some cause 
failed to advance promptly to the ridge be- 
yond. Had they done this I have every 
reason to believe that Petersburg would 
have fallen. Other troops were immediate- 
ly jmshed forward, but the time consumed 
in getting them up enabled the enemy to 
rally from his surprise, which had been 
complete, and get forces to this point for its 
defense. The captured line thus held being 
untenable, and of no advantage to us, the 
troops were withdrawn, but not without 
heavy loss. Thus terminated in a disaster 
what promised to be the most successful 
assault of the campaign." 

On the 2d of August, I oidered Gen r.d 
Sheridan to report in person to Major Gen- 
eral llalleck, chief of staff, at Washington, 
with a view to his assignment to the com- 
mand of all the forces against Early. Dor- 
lay his visit at General Hunter's beadquar- 
■ 

... ■ 



ten early in August, the Lieutenant Gen- 

eral issued full orders for the movements of 
the former against Karly, of which the fol- 
lowing is an extract : 

"In pushing up the Shenandoah Valley, 
where it is e.x pected you will have to go 
iii-,t or lust, it is desirable that nothing 
should be lett to invite the enemy to return. 
Take all provisions, forage aud stores want- 
ed for the use of your command. Such as 
can not be consumed, destroy. It is not 
desirable that the buildings should be de- 
stroyed. They should rather be protected ; 
but the people should be informed tnat so 
long as an army can subsist among them 
recurrences of these raids must be expect- 
ed, and that we are determined to stop 
them at all hazards. Bear in mind the ob- 
ject is to drive the enemy South, and to do 
this, you want to keep him always iu sight, 
lie guided in your course by the course he 
takes." 

In a subsequent paragraph, the following 
is stated concerning the superseding of 
General Hunter by General Sheridan: Gen- 
eral Hunter iu our conversation having 
expressed a willingness to be relieved from 
command, I telegraphed to have General 
Sheridan, then at Washington, sent to Har- 
per's Ferry by the morning train, with or- 
ders to take general command of all the 
troops in the field, and to call on General 
Hunter at Mouocacy, who would turn over 
to bini my letter of instructions. 1 remain- 
ed at Mouocacy until General Sheridan ar- 
rived, on the morning of the Gth, and after 
a conference with him in relation to milita- 
ry affairs in that vicinity, I returned to City 
Point via Washington. 

OENERAL SHKRIDAN's OPERATIONS IN THE 
SHENANDOAH VALLEY. 

Relative to the initiation of General Sher- 
idan's campaign the report says: "His op- 
erations during the month of August, and 
the fore part of September, were both of an 
ott'eusive and defensive character, resulting 
in many severe skirmishes, principally by 
the cavalry, in which we were geuerally 
successful; but no general engagement took 
place. The two armies lay iu such a posi- 
tion — the enemy on the west bank 01 the 
Ocoquau creek, covering Winchester, and 
our forces in front of Berrysville— that 
either could bring on a battle at any time. 

"Defeat to us would lay open to the 
enemy the States of Maryland and Penn- 
sylvania for long distances, before another 
army could be interposed to check him. 
Under these circumstances 1 hesitated 
about allowing the initiative step to be 
taken. Finally the use of the Baltimore <fc 
Ohio railroad, and the Chesapeake it OLio 
canal, which were both obstructed by the 
enemy, became so indispensably necessary 
to us, and the imporfance of relieving 
Pennsylvania and Maryland from contin- 
uously threatened invasion so great, that I 
determined the risk should be taken. But 
fearing to telegraph the order for an attack 
without knowing more than I did, of Gen. 
Sheridan's feeling, as to what would be the 
probable result, 1 left City Point on the 15th 
of Septembea to visit him at his headquar- 
ters, to decide after conference with him 
what should be done. I met him atCharles- 
' town, and he pointed out so distinctly how 
| each army lay, what he could do the mo- 
ment he was authorized, and expressed 
confidence of success, that I saw there 
were but two words of instruction neces- 
sary, 'go in.' For the convenience of 
forage, the teams for supplying the army 
were kept at Harper's Ferry. Tasked him 
if he could get out his teams and supplies 
in lime to make an attack on the ensuing 
Tuesday, A. m., his time; and I may here 
add that the result was such that I have 
never since deemed it necessary to visit 
Gen. Sheridan before giving him orders." 

The report then gives a brief account of 
Sheridan's victories in the Shenandoah Val- 
ley, highly complimentary to that officer. 

THE CAMPAIGN IN THE WEST. 

Referring first to General Sherman's 
army, the report gives a sutlicient narrative 
of the movements against Atlanta up to its 
capture, em body i ug only factsalready famil- 
iar to the public. The account of the At- 
lanta campaign winds up thus: "General 
Sherman's movement from Chattanooga to 
Atlanta was prompt, skillful and gallant. 
This history of this flank movement and 
battles during that memorable campaign 
will ever be read with an interest surpassed 
by anything in history.'' " 
siii:i;man's march from Atlanta to sa- 
vannah. 

Gen. Sherman, immediately after the fall 
Of Atlanta, put his armies in camp in and 
about the place, and made all preparations 
for reiltting and sujiplying them for future 
service. The great length uf road from At- 
lanta to the Cumberland river, however, 
which had to be guarded, alio wed the trooj>s 
but little rest, luiriug this tune Jefferson 
Uavismade a ■{Mack in Macon, Georgia, 
which was repotted in the papers of tho 
South, ami soon became known in the 
whole couulry, disclosing the plans ol the 
enemy and thus enabling Gen. Sherman to 
fully meet them. He exhibited the weak- 
ness of supposing that au army that had 
been beaten and fearfully decimated in a 
vain attempt at the defensive against the 
army that had so oPen defeated it. In ex- 
ecution of this plan, Hood with his army 
was soou reported to be southwest of At- 
lanta, moving far to Sherman's right. He 
succeeded in reaching the railroad about 
Dig Shanty, and moved north on it. Gen. 
Sherman, leaving a force to hold Atlauta, 
with the remainder of his army fell upon 
him aud drove him to Gudsden, Ala. See- 
ing the constaut annoyance he would have 
with the roads to his rear if we attempted 
to hold Atlanta, Geu. Sherman proposed 
the abandonment and destruction of that 
place, with all the roads leading to it. 

Having concentrated his troops at Atlanta 
by the lish of November. Gen. Sherman 
commenced his march. Threatening both 
Augusta and Miicou, his coming-out point 
could not be definitely fixed. Having to 
gather his subsistence as he marched 
through the country, it was not impossible 
that a force inferior to his own might eom- 
pel him to head for such point as he could 
reach, instead of such as he might prefer. 
The blindness of the enemy, however, in 
iguoring his movement, and sending Hood's 
army, the only considerable force he had 
west ot Richmond and east ol the Missis- 
sippi river, northward on an offensive cam- 
paign, left the whole country open, and 
Shermau's route to his own choice. 

How that campaign was conducted; how 
little opposition was met with; the condi- 
tion of the country through which the 
armies passed; the capture of Fort McAllis- 
ter, on the Savannah river, and occupation 
of Savannah on the 2lst of December, are 
all clearly set forth In Geu. Sherman's ad- 
mirable report. 

THE 11ATTLKS OF l'R^NKLIN AND NASH- 
VILLE. 

Hood, instead of following Sherman, 
continued his move northward, which 
seemed to me to bo leading to his certain 
doom. At all events, had 1 had power to 
command both armies, I should not havo 
changed the orders under which he seemed 
to be acting. 

On the 20th of October the advance of 
Hood's army attacked the garrison at De- 
catur, Ala., but failing to carry the place, 
withdrew toward Courtland, and succeed- 
ed, in the face of our cavalry, in effecting a 
lodgement on the north side of the Tennes- 
see river, near F.orence. On the 2Sth For- 
rest reached the river at Fort Hieman and 
captured a gunboat and three transports. 
On the 2d of Noveinlier he planted batteries 
above and below Johusonville, on opposite 
sides of the river, isolating three gunboats 
and eight transports. On the 4th the ene- 
my opened his batteries upon the place, and 
was replied to from the guuboa's and the 
garrison. The gunboats becoming disabled, 
were set on fire, as also were the transports, 
to prevent their falling into the hands of 
the enemy. About a million and a half 
dollars worth ol stores and proj>erty on the 
levee and iu storehouses waa consumed by 
fire. Ou the eth of December the enemy 
disappeared, aud crossed to tho north side 
of the Tennessee river above Johusonville, 
moving towards Clifton, and subsequently 
joiued Hood. On the night of the 5th, Geu. 
Schofield, with tho advance of the 22d corps, 
reached Johusonville, but boding the ene- 
my gone, was ordered to Palaski and put 
in command of all the troops there, with in- 
structions to watch the movements of Hood

his advance; but not to risk a 
general engagement until tho arrival of 
Geu. A. J. Smith's command from Mis- 
souri, and uutil Gen. Wilson could get his 
cavalry retnouuted. On the l'Jth General 
Hood continued his advance. General 
Thomas, retarding him as much as possi- 
ble, fell back toward " 
poseofconc< ' 
ing time lor 

The enemy coming up with our main force, 
commanded by Geu. Schofield, at Franklin 
on the :;otb, assaulted our works repeatedly 
during the afternoon until late at night, 
and were in every instance repulsed. His 
loss in this battle was lOoO killed, 702 pris- 
oners, aud 3S00 wouuded. Among his 
losses were six general officers killed, six 
wouuded ami one captured. Oar entire 
loss was 2300. This was the first serious 
opposition the enemy met with and I am

During the night, Gen. Schofield fell back 
toward NaahviUo. This left the field to the 
enemy, not lost by battle but voluntarily 
abandoned, so that Geu. Thomas' whole 
force might be brought together. The ene- 
my followed up and commenced the estab- 
lishment of his lines in frout of Nashville, 
ou the 2d of December. 

As soon as it was ascertained that Hood 
was crossing the Tennessee river, and that 
Price was going out of Missouri, General 
Rosecrans was ordered to send to General 
Thomas the troops of Gen. A. J. Smith's 
command, and such other troops as he 
could spare. The advance of this reinforce- 
ment reached Nashville ou the 30th of No- 
vember. Ou the morning of the 15th of 
December, Gen. Thomas attacked Hood in 
position, and in a battle, lasting two days, 
defeated and drove him from the field In the 
utmost confusion, leaving in our hands 
most of his artillery and many thousand 
prisoners, including four general officers. 

Before the battle of Nashville I grew very 
impatient over, as it appeared to me, the 
unnecessary delay. This impatience was 
increased upon learning that the enemy 
had sent a force of cavalry across the Cum- 
berland iuto Kentucky. I feared Hood 
wouhl cross his whole army and give us 
trouble there. After urging upon General 
Thomas the necessity of immediately as- 
suming the offensive, I started West to su- 
perintend matters there in person. Reach- 
ing Washington City, I received General 
Tuomas' dispatch concerning his attack 
upon the enemy, and the result as far as the 
battle had progressed. I was delighted, all 
fears and apprehensions were dispelled. I 
am not yet satisfied but that Gen. Thomas, 
immediately upon the appearance of Hood 
before Nashville, and be ore he had time to 
fortify, should have moved out with his 
whole force and given him battle, instead of 
wailing to remount his cavalry, which de- 
layed him until the inclemency of the 
weather made it impracticable to attack 
earlier than he did; but his final defeat of 
Hood was so complete that it would be ac- 
cepted as a vindication of that distinguished 
otlicer's judgment. 

After Hood's defeat at Nashville, he re- 
treated, closely pursued by cavalry and in- 
fantry to the Teunessee river, being forced 
to abandon many pieces of artillery, and 
most of his transportation. Ou the 28th of 
December our advance forces ascertained 
that he had made good his escape to the 
south side of the river. 

Concerning Gen. Terry's expedition, the 
report says: It consisted of the same troops 
who went with General Butler, with the 
addition of one brigade of 1500, and a small 
sTege train, which it was found not necessa- 
ry to land. Iu his instructions to General 
Terry, General Grant says: "I have served 
with Admiral Porter, and know you can 
rely on his judgment and nerve to under- 
take, what be proposes." 

The report then mentions the transferring 
of Geueral Schoheld's army to North Caro- 
lina, Gen. Sherman's march from Savan- 
nah to Goldsboro, and Gen. Sheridan's raid 
against the James River Canal. It appears 
that Gen. Sheridan's instructions contem- 
plated that he should cross the James river, 
pass down to the west of Richmond, and 
join Gen. Sherman in North Carolina. This 
enterprise was defeated by the enemy 
buruiug all the James river bridges, our 
pontoons being too short to reach across. 
Sheridan accordingly, after demolishing 
the remnants, of Karly's army, destroyed 
the canal and marched to White House, 
where he joined the army of the Potomao 
for the final movement on Richmond. 

THE 1 1NAL ATTACK ON RICHMOND. 

The rejv>rt next gives the full instruc- 
tions, dated March 21, lSt'Cy, to Generals 
Meade, <>rd and Sheridan, for the opera- 
tions which led to the capture of Richmond, 
which were iii substance that Gen. Sheri- 
dan should move on the 21Kb, with all the 
cavalry and one division of infantry, 
against the South Side and Danville rail- 
roads, the whole army f'ol'owing to the left 
for the double purpose of turning the ene- 
my out of his defenses in frout of Peters- 
burg, an 1 of supporting Gen. Sheridan iu 
his attack i >n the railroad. Tho instructions 
conclude as follows : 

The euetnv may, as an only chance, strip 
his lines to the merest skeleton in the hope 
of ad vantage not being taken of it, whilst 
they hurl everything against the moving 
column and return. It can not be impress- 
ed too st rongly upon commanders of troops 
left in the trenches not to allow this to oc- 
cur without taking advantage of it. The 
very fact of the enemy coming out to attack, 
if he does so, may be regarded as almost 
conclusive evidence of such a weakening of 
his lines. 1 would have it particularly en- 
joined upou corps commanders that in case 
of an attack from the enemy, those not at- 
tacked are not to wait fai orders from the 
commanding officer of the army to which 
they belong, but that they will move 
promptly, aud inform the commander of 
their action. I would also enjoin the same 
action on the part of division commanders 
when other ptirts of their corps are engaged, 
ke manner, I would urge the import- 
of following up a repulse of the enemy. 

U. S. Grant, Lieut. Gen. 
Tho report continues: I had spent days 
of anxiety lest each morning should bring 
the report that the enemy had retreated the 
night before. I was frmly convinced that 
Sherman's crossing the Roanoke wouhl be 
the si^ual for Lee to leave. With Johnson 
and him combined, a long, tedious and ex- 
pensive campaign, consuming most of the 
summer, might become necessary. By 
moving out, 1 would juit the army iu better 
condition for pursuit, and would, at least, 
by the destruction of the Danville road, re- 
tard the concentration of the two armies of 
Lee and Johnson, and cause the enemy to 
abaudon much material that he might 
otherwise save. I therefore determined not 
to delay the movement ordered. Further 
instructions were issued to General Sheri- 
dan ou the 28th, instructing him, in case the 
enemy should come out of his intrench- 
ments, to fall upon him with full confi- 
dence, that the army would engage him as 
circumstances should dictate; but if he did 
not come out, then Sheridan should destroy 
the railroads effectually, and return and 
join Shermau iu North Caioliua, according 
to circumstances. 

On the' following day, Gen. Sheridan's 
instructions were changed. He was direct- 
ed to abandon the raid on the railroads, 
and get on the rear of the enemy's right 
flank, Gen. Grant saying: "I now. feel like 
ending the matter if ]«)ssible." 

THK I1ATTLR OF FIVE I ORKS. 

A detail. id account of the actum at Five 
Forks and tho breaking of the enemy's 
lines iu frout of Petersburg follows. 

Cone, ruing the affair at Five Forks the 
report says: 

Gen. Sheridan, when unexpectedly at- 
tacked by the enemy's infantry, displayed 
great generalship. Instead of retreating 
with his whole command to tell the story of 
superior forces encountered, he deployed 
his cavalry on foot, leaviug oulv enough 
men mounted to take charge of the horses. 
By this means he delayed the enemy's ad- 
vance until our own infantry got up, when 
he drove aim back to Five Forks, assaulted 
and carried his strongly fortified position, 
capturing all his nrtillery and betweeu 
.,000 and ti,<M(0 prisoners. Gens. Wright, 
Ord, aud Dark", meanwhile, had made ex- 
aminations in their front with a view to a 
general assault. Tho two latter reported 
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favorably. A bombardmeat was accord- 
ingly commenced on the night of the 1st of 
ApriL and kej>t up until four o'clock in the 
morning of the 2d, when an assauU waa 
»>eguu on |h0 whole line.'' The results of 
the attack are stated as previously known. 

When the remnant of Lea'e army !un\ 
reached Amelia Court House on the naftajt, 
Gen. Grant addressed a dispatch to t.en. 
Sherman, dated April 5th, directing him to 
push as rapidly as possible to finish the job 
for both Lee and Johnston, and adding 
"Rebel armies are now the only strategic 
point to strike at." 

THK SURRENDER OK LBE. 

The pursuit and surrender of Lee, with 
tho correspondence previously published, 
come next. No new facts are developed. 

S II E KM AN AND JOE JOHNSTON. 

The following paragraph is all that relates 
to the negotiations between Generals Sher- 
man and Johnson: 

"On the receipt of my letter of tho 5th, 
Geu. Sherman moved directly against Joe 
Johnston, who retreated rapidly on and 
through Raleigh, which Gen. Sherman oc- 
cupid on the morning of the 11th. The dav 
p receding, news of the surrender of Geueral 
Lee reached him at Suiitbfield. On the 
14th, a correspondence was opened betweeu 
General Sherman and General Johnston, 
which resulted, on the 10th, in an agree- 
ment for a suspension of hostilities, and a 
memorandum or basis for peace, subject to 
the approval of the President. This agree- 
ment was disapproved by the President on 
the 21st, which disapproval, together with 
your instruction, was communicated to 
General Sherman by me in person, on the 
morning of the 24th, at Raleigh, N. C. In 
obedience to your orders, notice was at 
once given by him to General Johnston for 
the termination of the truce that had been 
entered into. On the 25th another meeting 
between them was agreed upon, which took 
place ou the 26th, and terminated in the 
surrender aud disbandment of Johnston's 
army upon substantially the same terms as 
were given General Lee: 

THBCA1TUBK OF MODILB. 

The raid of Wilson through Alabama and 
Georgia and the surrender of Dick Taylor 
and Kirby Smith are then described. 

The report concludes as follows: 

It has been my fortune to see the armies 
of the West and the East tight battles, and 
from what I have seen, I know there is no 
difference in their fighting qualities. All 
that it was possible for men to do in hattle, 
they have done. The Western armies com- 
menced their battles in the Mississippi Val- 
ley, and received the final surrender of 
their old antagonists at Appomatox Court 
House, "Virginia. The splendid achieve- 
ments of each have nationalized our victo- 
ries, removed all sectional jealousies,— of 
which we have unfortunately experienced 
too much, and the cause of crimination and 
recrimination that might have followed, 
had either section failed in its duty. All 
have a broad record, and, all sections can 
well congratulate themselves and each 
other for having done their full share in 
restoring the supremacy of law over every 
foot of territory belonging to the United 
States. Let them hope for perpetual peace 
and harmony with that enemy whose man- 
hood, however mistaken the cause, drew 
forth such herculean deeds of valor.

causes for national thanks- 
giving to-day, all true men will feel an ad- 
ditional joy that such an Executive as An- 
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The citizens of Louisville were consider- 
ably blessed yesterday. Compered with 
other regions, their border wss consider- 
ably enlarged. In addition to ihe general 
enjoyment through. the State in the perusal 
of the annual messages of the President of 
the United States, and of the Governor of 
Kentucky, documents oi great worth and 
value, the people of Louisville had the 
pleasure of enjoying a spasmodic message 
from his Honor, Mayor Tomppert. The 
messages of the President snd Governor 
were well received by the special bodies to 
whom they were addressed, and will be 
so received by the body of the people. But 
Mayor Tomppert is not so fortunate. The 
Common Council proceeded to impeach 
him for his violation of law, and for refus- 
ing to perform his duty as Mayor. The 
Mayor, unfortunately preferred what is 
called a Scan. Mag. to obedience to the city 
charter. The Common Council impeached 
him, and the Board of Aldermen will sit 
next Monday night as a Court, for the trial 
of the Mayor. Now it is a grave question, 
requiring much consideration, whether 
Louisville can afford this. There were not 
more than two model Mayors on this conti- 
nent, MsyorsGunther and Tomppert. They 
stood apart in certain unapproachable 
qualities, from all other Mayors. They 
were enough alike to have been cast in the 
same mold, snd the scarcity of the material 
shows that it must have been used up in 
making these two figure heads of civic 
glory.

The Indictments against General 
Palmer. — The grand jury of the Criminal 
Court, during the present session, found 
three indictments against Maj. Gen. John 
M. Palmer for enticing slaves to leave their 
owners. To each indictment a demurrer 
was entered yesterday, the demurrer being 
that the substance of the indictment did 
not amount to an offense against the criu 
inal laws. Gen. Palmer opened the case in 
person, in a brief but eloquent statement, 
which was concise snd fair. He stated in 
substance that he was neither above nor be- 
low the law; that he desired to see the lawB 
of the Commonwealth upheld, and had 
therefore surrendered himself to the Court 
for trial as the law directs. What he had 
done, was in obedience to the orders of his 
superiors, and not with a view to override 
tbe laws of Kentucky. The manner and 
deportment of the General, as well as his 
remarks, pleased every one, and no one left 
the Court House that did not feel an in 
creased admiration for him. 

Gen. Palmer, after making his statement, 
was followed by his counsel, Gen. Ward, 
who made one of the most eloquent speeches 
thst has ever been heard in the Court 
House. The motion, which was to dismiss 
for want of jurisdiction, was heard and 
submitted.

SENATE. 
The (Senate assembled at 12 m. 
Mr. Foster, President pro tem., in 
Chair. 

Mr. Dixon offered a series of resolutions 
passed by the Connecticut Legislature on 
the condition of public affairs and lavoring 
the equality of all men before the law, etc. 
The resolutions were ordered to be printed. 

The Committees for the session were 
then announced, the Chairmen of which 
are as IoIIowb: Foreign Affairs— Sumner, of 
Massachusetts; Finance— Fessenden, of 
Maine; Commerce— ('handler, of Michigan; 
Manufactures — Sprague, of itbode [aland; 
Agriculture— Sherman, of Ohio; Military 
A Hairs— Wilson, of Massachusetts; Naval 
Affairs— Grimes, ol Iowa; Pensions— Long, 
of Indiana; Judiciary— Trumbull, of Illi- 
nois; Post OrDceB — Dixon, ol Connecticut; 
Claims — Clark, of New Hampshire; Revo- 
lutionary Claims— Ramsey, of Miunesota; 
District of Columbia— Dixon, of Connecti- 
cut; Private Land Claims— Harris, of New 
York; Indian Affairs — Doolittle, ot Wis- 
consin; Public Buildings— Foote, of Ver- 
mont; Patents — Cowan, of Pennsylvania; 
Territories— Wade, of Ohio; Pacific Rail- 
road -Howard, of Michigan. 

Mr. Sumner introduced a bill of the last 
session to regulate commerce between the 
several States; which was referred to the 
Committee on Commerce. 

Mr. Sumner also introduced a resolution 
instructing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
inform the Senate whether there are any 
persons emploj'ed in the Treasury Depart- 
ment who have not taken the oath required 
by law; also, whether there is any person 
employed by that department in offices not 
authorized by law. 

Mr. Johnson objected to the resolution, as 
it went over and under the rules. 

A committee of thirteen was appointed to 
confer with a committee from the House in 
relation to taking appropriate action on the 
death of President Lincoln. 

Mr. Morgan introduced a bill to incorpo- 
rate an international telegraph company for 
a telegraph line from New York to the West 
Indies; which was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Commerce. 

The Senate, at one o'clock, adjourned to 
meet on Monday next. 

HOUSE. 

Mr. Stevens introduced a bill permitting 
wounded soldiers in the employment of the 
Government to receive pensions while in 
such employment. Referred to the Com- 
mittee on Invalid Pensions. 

On motion of Mr. Elliott it was resolved 
that so much of the President's message as 
relates to the freedmen be referred to a 
special committee of nine. 

Mr. Bingham offered amendments to the 
Constitution annulling export duties, re- 
pudiating the rebel debt, and securing all 
persons equal protection and the rights of 
liberty. 

The amendments were referred to the 
Committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr. Farusworth introduced a resolution 
leclaring it to be unjust to deny colored 
persons the right of suffrage who have vol- 
unteered to the support of the Government, 
end periled their lives iu its deieuse. The 
resolution lies over. 

Mr. Wentworth introduced a bill lor the 
relief of Mrs. Mary Lincoln, owing to the 
circumstances by which her husband came 
to his death. 

The bill was referred n a select commit- 
tee appointed to take action with reference 
to the deceased President Lincoln. 

The House then adjourned till Monday 
next.

Ni:\v York, December i;.— Much damage
